Remarks in Paper of August 17, 2005. However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. As best understood by the Examiner, at least 
Figures 8(a)-8(m) show the electrode (43) with electric field inducing windows (43). A spacer (dielectric frame) (57) is positioned at 
various end locations of these windows. Please note that claim 1 does not specify a view (i.e., cut view, plane view or top view). Please 
also note that at least the noted Figures show that the electric field inducing window has at least a substantially straight portion. Also 
note that because the common electrode and pixel electrode have electric field inducing windows and are parallel to each other, then, 
their respective electric field inducing windows must also be substantially in parallel with each other. The Examiner remains open-minded 
as to the determination of other allowable subject matter as yet-to-be-determined in the Specification. . 
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
